D ep artments op eratin g 
under the various ministries 
will be required to justify 
new expenditures by operat¬ 
ing more efficiently and cut¬ 
ting costs to stay within 
budget. A complete study of 
the system is underway to 


pinpoint exact, measures that 
can be taken to reduce waste 
and tighten operation m all 
branches of government 
They will b e thoroughly ana¬ 
lyzing each department, and 
every office. 

The state of Aruba’s fi¬ 
nances was one of the more 
hotly debated issues during 
this past election year. With 
the inauguration of the new 
gov eminent 1 ast we ek, Pn me 
Minister Em an stated it is the 
highest priority of his cabinet 
and they are fully committed 
to seeing the budget is bal¬ 
anced over their coming four 
years in office

Kerry evokes 
memories of Rabin 
to push peace talks 


TEL AVIV (AFP) - US Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
evoked painful and haunting 
memories Tuesday of Israel's 
slain prime minister Yitzhak 
Rabin to urge Israelis and 
Palestinians to find the 
courage needed to reach a 
long-elusive peace deal 

With peace negotiations 
appearing to stumble, Kerry 
arrived m Israel on a new 
mission to bring the two sides 
together. 

But only a few hours after 
his arrival, the Palestinians 
said they would refuse to 
continue participating in di¬ 
rect talks as long as Israel 
fails to halt settlement build¬ 
ing 

In a dramatic, symbolic 
message, Kerry headed first 
for tlie Tel Aviv square where 
Rabin was assassinated 13 
years ago to honour the mem¬ 
ory □ f" a gre at m an of p eace". 

Rabm, who memorably 
shook hands with Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat on the 
White House lawn, was 
gunned down on November 
4, 1 995 by a right-wing Is¬ 
raeli extremist opposed to 
concessions in the peace 
talks. 

Laying a wreath at a me¬ 
morial m the square, Kerry 
recalled haw just before he 
was shot, Rabin had been 
smgmg a song of peace with 
President Shimon Peres. 

“We are now IS years 


since that moment and it is 
clear that we need voices 
ready to sing a song of peace, 
loudly, with courage, with the 
same determination prime 
minister Rabm showed with 
lus quest for peace," Keny 
said 

He dared to take the risks 
for peace, not just because it 
was important to take the 
risks, but that it was vital to 
secure the future of Israel and 
the region." 

He was flanked by Rabin's 
daughter, Dali a Rabm - Pel a s- 
sof, and grand-daughter. No a 
Rothman, who was 13 when 
she lost her grandfather and 
whose poignant eulogy at lus 
funeral won hearts around the 
world 

Kerry's words were dearly 
a message ahead of his talks 
Wednesday with Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu and Peres in 
Jerusalem, and Palestinian 
president Mahmud Abbas in 
Bethlehem. 

But a senior Palestinian 
official, who asked to remain 
anonymous, told AFP that the 
Palestinians would refuse to 
continue at the talks as long 
as Jewish settlement on the 
West Bank proliferates. 

'The Israeli side is deter¬ 
mined to continue its settle¬ 
ment and we cannot continue 
negotiations under these un¬ 
precedented settlement at¬ 
tacks," he said

York marathon dies next day 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
An Amen can grandmother,, 
who was an Sunday the old¬ 
est woman to compete in the 
New York marathon, died 
one day later. She was 36

Cuba cracks down on private 
movie theaters, video arcades 

HAVANA (AFP) - Private 
movie theaters and video ar¬ 
cades, which have sprung up 
across Cuba m recent months, 
are not among occupations 
sanctioned by recent govern¬ 
ment reforms and must shut 
down, state media said. 

Dozens of home movie the¬ 
aters and video parlors have 
popped up since communist 
Cuba began allowing some 
measure of private employ¬ 
ment, as part of a gradual re¬ 
form of its Soviet-style 
economy. 

President Raul Castro in 
20ID introduced the reforms in 
an effort to rescue die founder¬ 
ing Cuban economy including 
deep projected cuts in the 
number of workers employed 
by the state 

But the Juv entud Rebel de 
and Granma official newspa¬ 
pers wrote over the weekend 
th at home -run movietheaters 
and video game parlors "were 
never authorized by the gov¬ 
ernment.* 

Enterprising Cubans who 
had opened up such establish¬ 


ments had done so, the news¬ 
papers said, "under the cover 
of other licenses, such as li¬ 
censes to open up a restau¬ 
rant," since food and snack 
items often are sold along with 
the entertainment. 

Among the type s o f th eaters 
which have proven popular 
here are those showing 3D 
movies with projectors im¬ 
ported from overseas 

Makeshift video arcades, 
meanwhile, have been popular 
with Cuban young people who 
until recently had never expe¬ 
rienced the thrill of computer 
games. 

Last month, Havana 
cracked down on another ille¬ 
gal business -- that of selling 
imported clothing. 

In that case, clothing mer¬ 
chants had been misusing a li¬ 
cense that allows Cubans to 
sell tlisir clothing made by 
their own hand, the govern¬ 
ment said. 

Havana said store owners 
have until the end of tins year 
to dear the offending imported 
merchandise from their stores, 


or risk being shut dawn.

BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - A 
trove of documents dating to 
the start of Agentina's last 
dictatorship shows the names 
of activists who went missing 
and citizens blacklisted under 
the regime, officials an¬ 
nounced Monday. 

Authorities said the docu¬ 
ments were found stashed in a 
basement of the Ar Force 
headquarters m Buenos Ares 

"They found 280 original 
documents dealing with mili¬ 
tary juntas," said Defense 
Minister Agustm Rossi at a 
press conference. 

The cache was found m two 
safes and in two closets, dur¬ 
ing a cleaning of the building's 
basement, Rossi said. 

The documents, the first 
major find of classified docu¬ 
ments from Argentina's so- 
called Dirty War of some three 
decades ago, have "immense 


historical value," according to 
Rossi, who said that they in¬ 
clude communications be¬ 
tween various service 
branches at the time 

But human lights organiza¬ 
tions -- which for years have 
been demanding that the mili¬ 
tary open their files on Ar¬ 
gentina's dictatorship — also 
are likely to have a keen inter¬ 
est m tlie documents. 

The documents could hold 
immeasurable value as they 
continue their efforts to bring 
to justice those who prose¬ 
cuted the war 

Some of the documents are 
expected to shed light on the 
fate of 30.000 opposition ac¬ 
tivists who disappeared during 
the dictatorship and are be¬ 
lieved overwhelmingly to 
have been murdered.

"What we do need in con¬ 
trast is the correction of exist¬ 
ing macroeconomic 

imbalances, notably in the euro 
area," said Barroso “This is 
where Germany by its own le¬ 
gitimate interests can (make) a 
contribution " 

"What we are asking Ger¬ 
many, as we are asking, any 
other member of the euro area, 
is to do its homework so that 
we can guarantee financial sta¬ 
bility in the eurozone," said 
Barroso. 

"When we talk about need 
for rebalancing, we are not 
talking about weakening the 
competitiveness of the German 
economy,“ he added. 

Barroso said that Berlin had 
"acted also miss own national 
interests (in the eurozone cri¬ 
sis), but that is nDt a problem 
as long as tins is compatible 
with the wider European inter¬ 
ests. 

"Tins is precisely what Eu¬ 
rope is about to defend our na¬ 
tional interests in a collective 
maimer."
